Exxon’s 60-page, two-part revised 
strategy to cleanse some 364 miles of 
Alaska’s coastline of the oil spilled 
March 24 by the tanker Exxon Valdez 
was released Monday. The tanker 
struck a reef 25 miles from Valdez, 
spilling 10.1 million gallons of crude 
oil into Prince William Sound. 

Oil from the spill has been sighted 
more than 525 miles southwest of 
Valdez. 

The tanker is undergoing prelimi- 
nary repairs in the sound and is to be 
moved next month to Portland, Ore., 
home of the only drydock on the West 
iat capable of handling the 987-foot 
ship. 

In its proposal, Exxon said it wants 
to burn or bury the sludge recovered 
in the cleanup, which may require ex- 
emptions from Alaska environmental 
law. 

But Bill Lamoreaux, the ranking 
state environmental officer at the 
spill, said the laws would not be re- 
laxed. “The general feeling is that we 
would expect that they would comply 
with the environmental laws,” he 
said. 

Exxon’s plan also notes that 191 
miles of coastline that it describes as 
“lightly oiled” may be left untouched 
to be cleansed naturally by wind and 
water.

“We 
have entered into the ninth year with-

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Experiments create controversy 


Experts disagree as conflicting results continue to come in

Colleges, universities and scien- 


‘tists throughout the United States 


and the world have been trying to 
duplicate the cold fusion experiment 
announced by the U of U on March 23, 
but have reported conflicting results. 

Idaho State University professor of 
chemistry and physics, Ken Faler 
said he has been trying to duplicate 
the cold fusion experiment for five 
weeks ever since the first announce- 
ment was made by the U of U, and he 
has found no evidence to support the 
claims made by B. Stanley Pons and 
Martin Fleischmann that their cold 
fusion process does work. 

“We have used five different elec- 
trodes, and we have a neutron detec- 
tor that can measure as few as 10 
neutrons released in less than a sec- 
ond. We have not detected any neu- 
trons yet ... any heat from the experi- 
ment we would ascribe to other 
things,” Faler said. 

Steven E. Koonin, professor of the- 
oretical physics at the California In- 
stitute of Technology (Cal Tech)an- 
nounced Monday at a news 
conference during the American 
Physical Society (APS) convention 
the results of his studies on cold fu- 
sion. 

“Our theoretical studies indicate 
that the Brigham Young University 
results are quite improbable but per- 
haps not impossible,” said Koonin. 
“However, we know of no way of ac- 


' counting for the University of Utah 
: results.” 


“It was very clear to me inadequate 


BYU researcher Steven Jones was 
one of the few scientists to hold out 
hope for cold fusion, but he said his 
experiments had produced neutrons 
at a level much lower than the Utah 
experiments and held up a penny to 
describe the difference. 

“Let’s let this one penny represent 
the BYU level,” Jones said. “The 
Utah level is about a trillion pennies 
n regards to the heat and about 


“People are always asking me ‘How 
(could) someone like you with your 
LDS background ... favor child care,’ 
because I signed on with the ABC bill 
(a child care bill) with Sen.

He said CalTechused instruments to 
detect and measure any product of 
fusion. 


Faler said hundreds of universities 
and scientists all over the world have 
tried to confirm the Utah experi- 
ment’s findings, but no one has been 
able to do it. 

U of U spokesperson, Barbara 
Shelley said Pons recently told them 
in a press briefing that 30 other col- 
leges have duplicated the Utah exper- 
iment successfully, but because of the 
other colleges’ research and requests 
for patents, that information is being 
withheld. 

“Pons told us last week ... that they 
have improved their procedure even 
more and they are now producing 
even more heat from the cold fusion 
process,” said Shelley. 

Chase Peterson, president of the U 
of U, also said over 100 scientists in 
Japan are now working full time on 
cold fusion experiments. 


Rivalry over fusion heats up

SALT LAKE CITY — Continued 
rivalry between the University of 
Utah and Brigham Young University 
over nuclear fusion research has 
drawn pleas for cooperation from 
both Gov. Norm Bangerter and Sen. 
Orrin Hatch. 

Almost since U of U chemist B. 
Stanley Pons and his British col- 
league, Martin Fleischmann, an- 
nounced March 23 that they had 
achieved room-temperature fusion, 
BYU has both staked out its own fu- 
sion research territory and down- 
played Utah’s claims. 

To be sure, BYU physicist Steven 
E. Jones has not. been alone in criticiz- 
ing the Pons-Fleischmann fusion find- 
ings. While laboratories around the 
world have duplicated Utah’s experi- 
ments with similar results, many oth- 
ers have failed and argued that the 
reaction the U of U researchers noted 
was of some unknown chemical origin 
rather than the long-sought-for “cold 
fusion.” Soe : 

‘During a recent hearing, Jones 
urged members of the House Science, 
Space and Technology Committee in 
Washington to postpone granting $25 
million for a Solid State Fusion Cen- 


ter, headquartered in Utah, to de- 
velop practical uses for the Pons- 
Fleischmann process. 

Jones’ remarks drew the ire of 
Bangerter who, hoping to boost 
Utah’s sluggish economy, convinced 
legislators last month to allocate $5 
million in state money for fusion re- 
search and development. 

“I don’t like that,” he said about 
Jones’ comments. “They (BYU) 
ought to be cooperating. It would be 
to their benefit.” 

Hatch, R-Utah, agreed, and after 
visiting both Pons’ and Jones’ labs last 
week, he called for cooperation be- 
tween the two universities. 

Jones remarks to Congress did not 
mark the first time he had spoken out 
about fusion research. Monday night, 
for example, he told the American 
Physical Society in Baltimore that 
cold fusion isn’t a shortcut to fusion 
energy. 

Further, Jones recently told a cam- 
era crew from the Canadian Broad- 
casting Corp. that, “I have heard 
fairly widespread rumors that they 
(Pons and Fleischmann) said I stole 
from their paper.” 

The controversy appears to have 
its roots inthe fact that Jones, a re-

Pons and Fleischmann, who said 
their experiment produced more than 
four times the energy needed to cre- 
ate it, remain adamant in their fusion 
claims.

Attorneys general seek gas price probe 


SALT LAKE CITY — Utah Attorney General Paul Van Dam has joined 
counterparts in Washington, Oregon and Idaho in calling for a federal investi- 
gation of sudden increases in gasoline prices in the West. 

Van Dam announced the move Tuesday, saying the average price of gas has 
increased as much as 25 percent in some areas of Utah. 

“This large a price increase can have a devastating impact on our economy,” 
Van Dam said. 

“Qur economy depends heavily on tourism and gasoline availability, and 
affordability is essential for a successful tourism season,” he said. 

The attorney general said Utahns began complaining about “excessive 
increases” in gas prices following the March 24 grounding of the Exxon Valdez 
supertanker in Alaska’s Prince William Sound. 

The attorneys general from the three northwestern states held a press 
conference via telephone earlier Tuesday to announce they were asking the 
Justice Department and Federal Trade Commission to investigate the matter. 

In addition to the probe, Van Dam said his office has joined the three other 
states in their proposal to hold a meeting with the presidents of seven major oil 
companies in Portland, Ore., within the next two weeks. 

The companies asked to attend include Exxon, Occidental Petroleum, 
Amoco Oil, Mobil Oil, Texaco, Chevron and Atlantic Richfield. 


Bush urged to approve trade subsidies 


WASHINGTON — President Bush, who has argued for eliminating trade 
subsidies, neared a major trade and foreign policy decision Tuesday on 
whether to approve U.S. subsidies for the sale of 3 million tons of grain to the 
Soviet Union. 

Senior Republican leaders of the House and Senate said they strongly urged 
the president in a White House meeting to move ahead with the subsidies, 
amid indications Bush would approve at least a partial subsidy plan. 

The subsidies have been suspended while the Bush administration reviews 
both the budget impact of the program and overall U.S. relations with the 
Soviet Union. Senate Minority Leader Bob Dole, R-Kan., a staunch supporter 
of the program, said Bush promised a decision by day’s end. 

Speaking with reporters after the meeting, Dole said “strong pitches” were 
made by lawmakers, “the point being, if we’re going to trade with Soviet 
Union, which we are, then we have to be competitive; we have to meet world 
prices.” 


Pope visits Africa, condemns apartheid 


LUSAKA, Zambia — Pope John Paul II condemned South Africa’s system 
of apartheid on Tuesday and urged Zambia to keep trying to resolve its 
neighbor’s racial turmoil. 

Church choirs, tribal drummers and a military honor guard welcomed the 
pontiff here, the third stop of a nine-day pilgrimage to four African and Indian 
Ocean nations. 

John Paul was flown from the island of Reunion in an Air France Concorde, 
the first time a pontiff has traveled in the supersonic passenger plane. 

President Kenneth Kaunda, one of Africa’s elder statesmen, bowed and 
book hands with John Paul after the pontiff knelt on the tarmac and kissed the 
ground. 

iy pope was expected to discuss South Africa’s racial policies during his 
three-day visit to Zambia, and to speak out about the rapid spread of AIDS in 
this largely Christian southern African country. 

Thousands of Zambians — including women who wore sari-like cloths em- 
blazoned with John Paul’s portrait — gathered to hear the pope commend their 
government for fostering “constructive dialogue” with Pretoria. 


Solidarity leader to address AFL-CIO 


WASHINGTON — Lech Walesa, leader of Poland’s Solidarity union, will 
make his first visit to the United States in November and address the AF L- 
CI0O’s convention in Washington, a federation spokeswoman said. 

AFL-CIO spokeswoman Lorrie McHugh said a Solidarity representative 
accepted the invitation on behalf of Walesa on Monday. 

AFL-CIO President Lane Kirkland was to announce the planned visit 
Tuesday after the first day of the spring meeting of the federation’s governing 
body. The AFL-CIO has invited Walesa to visit the United States several 
times in the past but he has not been allowed to leave Poland, AFL-CIO 
officials said. Kirkland also has been denied a visa to visit Poland. 

But Solidarity, outlawed since its inception in the early 1980s, was recog- 
nized this year by the Polish government and Walesa recently has been 
allowed to travel outside of the country. 


Father tried for murder of infant son 


SALT LAKE CITY — Jurors were told Tuesday that prosecutors will 
prove that Steven Ray James killed his infant son out of “jealousy and immatu- 
rity,” while a defense attorney said his client is an innocent victim of a 
“bungled” police investigation. 

During opening arguments in James’ first-degree murder trial, prosecutor 
James Jenkins said the 3-month-old child, Steven Roy James, was seen as an 
economic burden by the defendant, worsening an already strained relationship 
between James and the boy’s mother, Victoria DeLeon. 

“This is a sad story. It’s a story of jealousy and immaturity, selfishness and 
death,” Jenkins told the six-man, six-woman jury. James originally told police 
the boy had been kidnapped from his car in Logan on Aug. 28, 1986. The 
infant’s body later was found in the Bear River marshes. 

Jenkins said DeLeon had come home on several occasions and found the 
baby badly bruised after being in James’ care. “The child was murdered ... 
Steven Ray James had motive, opportunity and ability. He planned this 
crime,” Jenkins said.

‘89 budget proposed

The mayor of Provo presented 
Tuesday at the city council meeting 
his budget proposal for the 1989-1990 
fiscal year with a 9.1 percent in- 
crease. 

“If you make a comparison in the 
general fund from the current fiscal 
year into the next fiscal year which 
we are budgeting there is a value of 
$2,400 million increase. That increase 
represents 13.5 percent. That is the 
general fund, the special revenue 
fund and the debt service fund,” said 
Joseph A. Jenkins. “Most of that in- 
crease is because of the debt service 
increase into the city.” 

Jenkins added, the city has gone 
out and “recapped” another $4 million 
worth of road bounds, so it has to 
increase the debt service to pay back 
those $4 million worth of road bonds 
“and that is added in this year’s bud- 

Jenkins said that in addition to the 
$4 million increase, the city has a $1.5 
million obligation with the public li- 
brary, which will be coming out of the 
debt service fund. 

“If you take both of those amounts 
out of the fund, the increase in the 


general fund is really just about the . 


personnel pay increases that we will 
be having in the city,” said Jenkins. 

“The other area you will find is that 
we have increased our capital im- 
provement funds by about 13 percent. 
That is for capital improvement 
projects throughout the city,” said 
Jenkins. 

The mayor said that the increased 
budget request will be funded by in- 
creased revenues and through the use 
of fund balance reserves. 

He said the city is in good financial 
health which will enable it to accom-

rvices Program Director Mary Olsen. 
The bill is aimed toward low and mid- 
dle income families and a big majority 
of Utah’s families fall into these cate- 
gories, she said. 

“One of the things people have ex- 
pressed over and over is their concern 
that there will be some kind of feder- 
alization of child care and they don’t 
want the federal government telling 
them how to raise their children,” 
said Hatch Legislative Assistant 
Wendy Higgenbotham. 

In Hateh’s original bill, and the one 
that has been adopted in all four vari- 
ations by Congress, the money will go 
to the states and local communities, 
who will set their own standards ac- 
cording to the community, said Hig- 
genbotham. 

The reality is that we have a big 
problem, especially in Utah where 
more than half of all women work and 
57 percent of those women have chil- 
dren, said Hatch. “My bill, The 
Earned Income Tax Credit Act, 
states my position that there should 
be a parent in the home taking care of 
the child and my proposal provides 
money for that to happen,” said 
Hatch. 

“President Bush says that we 
ought to take care of the mother that 
does stay home, and I’m a big advo- 
cate of that,” he said. 

Hatch feels that Congress should 
take the four child care bills now be- 
fore it and assimilate the best of the 
bills into one child care legislation.

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Fads: do they reflect our attitudes? 


Hairstyle trends come and go

Over the years, BYU students 
have seen different fads come and go.

ington majoring in organizational be- 
havior, agreed that rebellion often 
has something to do with current 
trends. “Somehow an outward ex- 
pression of rebellion in purple hair or 
a safety pin through the nose sup- 
press inward feelings of rejection or 
lack of love and acceptance,” Payne 
said. 

According to Payne, a fad is “an 
attitude you attach yourself to in or- 
der to force an opinion out of someone 
else as to how to perceive you.” This 
holds true in the BYU environment 
because most everyone is LDS and 
“the same,” she said. This means stu- 
dents want to look for their own iden- 
tity. 

Kahna Merrill, a freshman from 
Los Altos, Calif., majoring in musical 
dance theater, said she has noticed 
that BYU seems to be a lot more re- 
laxed with its enforcement of stan- 
dards than she thought it would be. 
This makes it much easier for fads to 
flourish on campus.

here,” said Singleton. Instead they 
have the Festival of Sanremo, which 
is heldin Milan.

“Music videos are a phenomenon of 
the ’80s — especially the idea of 
basing a whole channel around them, 
like MTV,” said Bruce Leddy, pro- 
ducer for Music Television. 

Leddy said one of the basic func- 
tions of music videos is to encourage 
record companies to provide music 
that is worthy of good promotion. Mu- 
sic videos serve as a promotional 
source, he said. 

As a result of good promotion ef- 
forts, money usually follows. 

“People like to see and hear at the 
same time. They are able to put a 
personality with the music,” said Gra- 
ham. When people are able to per- 
ceive music personality they are more 
likely to purchase the album or song, 
he said. Music videos sell records, he 
added. 

Jeff Haderlie, assistant manager at 
Pegasus Records in Salt Lake City, 
said music videos definitely increase 
sales. 

“If someone likes the video they are 
very likely to buy the whole album,” 
he said. 

Leddy considers music videos to be 
an art form. “The fantasy elements in 
videos are skillful and aesthetic 
forms,” he said. 

Most music artists consider videos 
to be a type of commercial for their 
work. He said some artists take 
videos very seriously while others 
could not care less. : 

“The ones who really care use a lot 
of creativity and are usually unique in 
their approach. Others usually just go 
with it,” Leddy said. 

There are two types of videos that 
are being produced today, according 
to Graham. They are the theme video 
and the “ego/I” video. 

“The theme video is an interpreta-

The majority of opinions seems to 
think fads really do have an impact on 
our society.

tion of the song. It usually makes a 
statement — it tells a story,” said 
Tony Young, production operation 
supervisor of Video West. 

Graham said country music artists 
are known for using the theme video 
quite often. “The theme or message is 
the priority,” he said. However, rock 
performers such as Steve Perry of 
Journey, as well as others, also make 
videos with a theme, he said. 

The ego/I video is based on the per- 
sonality of the group or performer. 
The videos usually have more of a 
concert feel; the focus is more egotis- 
tical, said Young. : 

Graham said the true art form of 


music videos rests in the performer’s | 
ability to bring thedepth of the theme _ 
video together with the personality of 


the ego/I video. 

He said the rock group U-2’s video, 
“Bloody Sunday,” is an excellent ex- 
ample of delivering a powerful mes- 
sage with personality. 

The song refers to the bloody Irish 
massacre which took place in Eniskil- 
len, a town in Southern Ulster, on 
November 8, 1987. 

“U-2 and other groups understand 
that strength cannot be delivered on 
the record only. Music videos provide 
that extra strength necessary for a 
successful song. A lot of emotion 
through visual stimuli can be power- 
ful,” Graham said. 

Leddy said performers and produc- 
tion personnel understand that videos 
have both a positive and negative im- 
pact on all the elements involved. 


Videos have a positive influence for- 


new artists because they are recog- 
nized faster and with greater impact. 

On the other hand, some perform- 
ers resent the use of videos because 
they feel it puts too much emphasis on 
looks and the ability to make a video, 
Leddy said. 

At the same time, Leddy said, 
artists realize that whether they feel 
videos are a positive or negative form 
of media, they need them in order to 
survive. 

“If they are going to make a living 
they’ve got to make a video,” he said. 

“You have to have a video to go 
along with a song because you are 
reaching a broader and more diverse 
audience — another audience,” said 
Young. 

A survey done by a Chicago-based 
research house and reported by Bill- 
board magazine showed videos often

stimulate viewers to want to hear a 
song on the radio. 

In fact, 80 percent of regular video 
watchers said videos have some effect 
on their desire to hear a song played 
on the radio. 

_ Other results from the survey 
showed that of the 1,012 phone inter- 
views, 44 percent said they watch 
videos for at least 30 minutes in an 
average week. 

Urban, album rock and top 40 radio 
listeners watch the most videos, the 
survey showed. “Music videos are 
very much a part of the music indus- 
try. They are the phenomenon of the 
’80s,” he said.
